My Friends, 


Greetings! In the January and May 2000 NCNA HEADS AND TALES Issues, Your Editor has explored and expounded 
the theme of ‘hobby mentorships’, not just plain and passive, but active and avid, assistance and advocacy of ‘the hobby of kings and 
the king of hobbies’, appealing ‘Just Do It’! 


With this September NCNA HEADS AND TALES, Your Editor would like to continue and to conclude this theme with 
these two questions: one, what are the characteristics of a hobby mentor?, and two, what is the reward of being a hobby mentor? 


As for the first question----what are the characteristics of a hobby mentor?---Y our Editor is sure and safe in stating that 
many others, in the professions, with major firms, and through our hobby itself, could easily inform and identify those traits that 
any mentor should practice and proclaim, and until a very recent incident, myself---changing to the first person---would have 
replied and reiterated their learned discoveries and dissertations. 


It was the Thursday, August 10, 2000, of the American Numismatic Association (ANA) national Convention in Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania, and as I walked the floor along the row of foreign and visiting mints, myself literally ‘ran-into’ a young man, 
who was visiting the Convention. Reading my numerous badges, we immediately began to exchange identities and interests. His 
was John Reardon, 28, who owns a couple of row homes in the outer Philadelphia area, has a redhead girlfriend, but nothing serious, 
and rents from his parents; yet, what is significant for the question and this editorial reflection, is that he had come to this Conven- 
tion to learn about our hobby. He had coins that were inherited, and he enjoyed collecting, particularly the World Fair’s 1876 
Centennial Exposition, which was held in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 


What happened is that, after appropriate introductions, I gave myself the rest of the afternoon to entice and to excite him 
about our great hobby. If that included taking him to the remaining foreign and visiting mints, to the United States Mint, where I 
introduce him to the visiting new Mint Director---yes, the Mint Director!---to various bourse dealers on the massive Pennsylvania 
Convention Center’s floor, to visit the touring USS Central America ‘Ship of Gold’ exhibit, to view the numerous exhibits, to get 
eB the autograph of Ken Bressett in his first RED BOOK, then that is what I did. A whole afternoon, sharing and shouting our hobby. 
We had some lunch shared, and he gave me a quick tour of the immediate downtown area, including to the top of Philadelphia’s 
landmark City Hall, its tower with William Penn at top. 


It was among the best afternoons in my life, and it taught me what is a hobby mentor, or any mentor, must be: ready, 
open, enthused, willing, kind, down-to-earth, knowledgeable, determined, and there. The rewards may not seem much; yet, 
the hot-dog from the vendor outside the Philadelphia’s City Hall remains among the best I have ever eaten. Yes, a whole afternoon; 
but, John learned, I enjoyed, and our hobby grew with one more adherent. 


As for the second question---what is the reward of being a hobby mentor?---let a recent incident answer. Last July 20th, 
Mike Stanley and I traveled to the Gateway (Merced, California) Coin Club to present our joint ‘How To Become A Hobby 
Mentor?’ During our duologue, someone raised his hand, interrupting my closing remarks. It seemed, to me, an irritation. When we 
were done, I inquired what was his point: he got-up from the side of the room, where he had been sitting, and walked to front, where 
we had been addressing. He said that our talk had sparked him and that he had to speak to the whole gathered meeting. He publicly 
thanked his first mentor, someone sitting back where had been, for inviting him to the Gateway Coin Club, for introducing him to 
the hobby, and for being his friend, all this in a firm voice, and in tears! Yes, Tears! 


I dismissed his reflections as emotion, until attending two unrelated events during the aforementioned American Numis- 
matic Association Convention, when several of the some prominent leaders and names in our hobby while each was being honored 
or speaking, specifically mentioned and thanked their respective mentors! Saying the very word, ‘mentor’, too! 


In closing, Your Editor---reverting to the third person---hopes the readers have learned possible answers, or might have 
their own answers. Our hobby advances when each of its adherents become advocates for this ‘king of hobbies’, and it does not take 
much, and the rewards are found not in the pocketbook, but in the heart. From two completely differens bwn coin hobbyists as
